INDIANA SHERIFT 
ACCUSED OF PART 
INBANK ROBBERIES 


Ira Barton, Blackford Coun-

PORTLAND, Ind., Dec. 29.—Ac- 


cused of complicity in four Eastern 
Indiana bank robberies, Sheriff Ira 
Barton of Blackford County was 
placed under arrest at Hartford 
City last night and brought to the 
Jay County jail here. 

State investigators sought to de- 


termine what part, if any, the Sher- 
iff had in two holdups of the Citi- 
zens State Bank at Hartford City, a 
robbery at the First National Bank 
of Montpelier, and the Christmas 
eve holdup of the First State Bank 
of Dunkirk, Ind. 

They had before them a state- 
ment of Lorenz Capelli of Steger, 
Ill., arrested for the Dunkirk rob- 
bery, that Barton had agreed to 
“clear the town’’ for the robberies, 
and had promised them immunity 
if arrested in Blackford County. 
Capelli withheld his plea yesterday 
when Albert Frabotta and Frank 
Vaientino, both of Chicago Heights, 
Ill., pleaded guilty and were sen- 


tenced to 20 years each for the 
Dunkirk robbery. 
Capelli’s statement, given to 


Charles Bolte, investigator fgr the 
State Bureau of Criminal Identifi- 
cation, charged the Sheriff with 
conspiring with Hazel Green of 
Muncie in the bank robberies, and 
allegec that of $11,797 obtained at 
the Hartford City Bank last July 9 
$3400 was paid to Hazel Green. 
An unintentional cfossing of the 
Blackford County line to rob the 
Dunkirk bank in Jay County, out- 
side of Barton’s jurisdiction, Capel- 
li, said, led to their apprehension.

Kellogg said responsibility for

“We need national leadership to 
organize and stiffen public action. 
The executive branch of the Gov- 
ernment hagh’t done it. I’m glad 
to see that the legislative arm is 
trying.” Quoting President Hoo- 
ver’s phrase sarcastically, Kellogg 
went on: 

‘We hear a lot about ‘rugged 
Americanism’, but if the principle 
of self-independence applies to 
persons and families, why not to 
nations?” 

Kellogg said it was possible that 
“our whole system of social serv- 
ice may collapse’’ if forced to carry 
the unprecedented burden of un- 
employment relief. 
He warned the load will increase 
for the first few months after un- 
employment begins to decrease. 
Speaking of local relief measures, 
the witness said Gov. La Follette, 
in Wisconsin; Gov. Roosevelt, in 
New York, and Gov. Pinchot, in 
Pennsylvania, had initiated effec- 
tive steps, but that local relief is 
inadequate “‘because local taxation 
can’t carry the load.” 
“For example,” he said, “the 
main burden of municipal relief 
falls on real estate at the very time 
when home owners are hardest 
pressed. The failure of local ac- 
tion also may be attributed in part 
to lack of national leadership.” 
Kellogg scathingly asserted that 
“we are entering 1932 without any 
adequate survey of relief needs or 
relief resources. Such a survey 
should have been made two years 
ago.”’ 
Kellogg reduced the committee 
to laughter when he declared that 
“the outcry against the ‘dole’ arises 
from a mixture of dope, emotion 
and class interest, and betrays a 
gross ignorance of the progress of 
modern social legislation in’ the 
states.” 
“What is the dole?” asked Sen- 
ator Costigan. “It’s a catchword 
used by persons in high places to 
confuse the public,’”” was the reply.

Billikopf scouted President Hoo- 
ver’s statement that the various 
community funds would be ade- 
quate to relieve distress. He point- 
ed out that whereas community 
funds this year were about 15 per 
cent higher than those of last year, 
in September of this year expendi- 
tures for relief in Philadelphia in- 
creased 404 per cent; in Chicago, 
267 per cent; in St. Louis, 214 per 
cent. The difference came from 
local publio funds. 
The witness produced elaborate 
statistics from various large com- 
munities, showing large increases 
in sick rates, child delinquency and 
crime. 
Concluding his testimony, Billi- 
kopf, grimly humorous, quoted 
from Isaiah: “It shall come to pass 
that when man is hungry, he shall 
fret himself, and shall curse hia 
king and his God.” 


Conditions in Philadelphia, 


A graphic picture of conditions 
in Philadelphia was supplied by 
Karl De Schivinity, of that city’s 
community fund.

TWO DECISION 
INFRANZ ESTATE 
UP TO.UDGE FARIS 


Latest to Be Taken Under 
Advisement Is Effort of 
State to Collect $534,- 
515 From Heirs. 


The question whether the State 
of Missouri can proceed, in the St. 
Louis Probate Court, to collect 
$534,515 inheritance tax and inter- 
est from the eight heirs to two- 
thirds of the Ehrhardt Franz es- 
tate, has been taken under advise- 
ment by Federal Judge Faris. He 
has under advisement also the 
application of the heirs for distri- 
bution. of their part of the estate, 
which consists chiefly of 188,- 
333 1-3 shares of Burroughs Add- 
ing Machine Co. stock. 


As shown in testimony yester- 
dya, the stock has declined in mar- 
ket value from $48 a share, at the 
time of the death of Mrs. Sophie 
Franz in April, 1930, to $12 in 
recent quotations, and this has 
brought the total value of the hold- 
ing down from $9,040,000 to $2,- 
260,000. 

If an inheritance tax is to be 
paid, it must be paid on the higher 
valuation, as the State’s claim 
dates from the time when the es- 
tate was released,to the heirs by 
Mrs. Franz’s death. The legal 
question involved is whether the 
State has any claim for  inheri- 
tance tax, in view of the fact that 
no inheritance tax law existed at 
the time of Ehrhardt Franz’s 
death in 1898. The heirs hold that 
ther inheritance went into effect 
then, Mrs. Franz being only a life- 
time tenant of the estate. 

Judge Faris inclined to this view 
in his comment yesterday, in which 
he said that the S8State’s claim 
seemed to him to rest on “bald 
| fiction.” However, he. recalled 
that the hefrs, in a previous hear- 
ing, had taken a position which is 
contrary to that which they seek 
to take now, and had contended 
that their interest was not, as they 
now hold, a remainder interest. In 
view of this, the court says, it may 
develop that “as a technical legal 
proposition, the State is right.’

About $300,000,000 Estimated to 
Have Been Withdrawn for 
Cash Gifts. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Reports 
received by New York banks vester- 
day, based on the 
bank operation since the Christmas 
holiday, indicated that the flow of 
Christmas money back to the banks 
was proceeding at normal rate after 
its temporary withdrawal. 

About $300,000,000, it was esti- 
nated, was withdrawn from the 
banks of the country for use as cash 
gifts.

came to California early in Decem- 
ber for a six months’ stay, during 
Which-Hale planned to execute 
numerous paintings and tour the 
State.

Mrs. William Pearson, proprietor 
of the hotel at wlrich Mohlar and 
Smith lived, said the two men be- 
eame friendly soon after the engi- 
neer arrived here from Hollywood 
two months ago. She told police 
Mohler sought to keep Smith from 
drinking. 

On Dec. 6, the two men entered 
into a contract in which Mohlar 
agreed to give Smith an interest in 
mining claims in Durango and Chi- 
huahua in exchange for “services 
rendered.” The nature of the serv- 
ices were not disclosed. 

Friends say Mohlar was a Major 
in the United States Reserve Corps 
and formerly was an officer in the 
Canadian Air Force. Since arriy- 
ing in El Paso, he had been pro- 
moting the Germani-Mexican Min- 
ing Holding Co.

East St. Louis Paroled Convict

CHICAGO, Dec. 29.—Charles 
William Wuertz, East St. Louis, a 
former convict, was quoted by the 
police today as admittirig complic- 
ity in the murder of Harry Schmitt, 
delicatessen proprietor slain in a 
holdup here on Dec. 10. 

According to the police, Wuertz 
said he and two companions at- 
tempted to rob the _ delicatessen 
store. Shots were fired by the 
holdup men when Schmitt resisted 


by throwing pies at them. Wuertz 
named Walter Wozolek and Art 
Klein of Chicago as his companions 
in the robbery. 

Wozolek was arrested with 
Wuertz and two others several days 
ago when the four fired on police- 
men who tried to question them. 
Klein is being sought. His wife 
questioned by the police, is quoted 
as saying she cleaned pie from his 
clothes the day Schmitt was killed. 


Wuertz formerly lived at 1114 
North Ninth street, East St. Louis. 
He is 24 years old. He was paroled 
last March from a penitentiary 
term imposed in 1926 for the theft 
of an automobile. At the time of 
his arrest in Chicago he was being 
sought as a parole violator. His pa-

Bulk of 336-Page Schedule 
Consists of Names of 
Borrowers at Citizens’ 


Loan and Savings Co. 


The bankrupt Citizens’ Loan & 
Savings Co., 1120 Locust. street, 
filed schedules of labilities and as- 
sets in Referee Coles’ office today, 
showing that it owes $386,397 and 
has assets, listed at book values, of 
$438,166. 

Its principal asset is in notes of 
small borrowers, aggregating $319,- 
379, of which $235,190 are pledged 
to secure $181,000 in debenture 
notes sold to the public. 

The company made loans up to 
$5000 secured by two indorsements 
or collateral. The ljsting of indi- 
vidual borrowers, with two co- 
makers on most notes, constitutes 
the bulk of the schedules, which 
comprise 336 pages and are the 
largest filed within the memory of 
persons familiar with Bankruptcy 
Court. 

The degree of success in collect- 
ing amounts due under these notes 
will determine largely the dividend 
to be paid to creditors. 

Incumbered Real Estate, 

Other assets include stocks and 
bonds of a total book value of $91,- 
112: real estate valued at $15,000, 
but incumbered for $9000; $3207 11 
money, of which $2028 is on de- 
posit with the closed Fidelity Bank 
& Trust Co.; accounts receivable 
of $7828. 

The securities account includes 
$32,160 in stock of the Prudential! 
Casualty & Surety Co., being liqui- 
dated under the State Superinten- 
dent of Insurance; $14,050 in pre- 
ferred stock of the Prudential Fi- 
nance Corporation, in bankruptcy. 
and $4252 in its common stock; 
$11,500 in stock of Surety Shares, 
Inc.; $20,340 in stock of the Fidel- 
ity Bond & Mortgage Co., in receiv- 
ership and affiliated with the Fi- 
delity Bank & Trust Co. 

The liabilities consist of secured 
claims totaling $186,000; unsecured 
claims totaling $195,136; taxes, 
$4307; wages, $953. 

The secured debts, except for 
$5000 owed two individuals holding 
50 shares each of stock of the Fi- 
delity Bond and Mortgage Co., is 
in two issues of debenture notes ag- 
gregating $181,000. 

One issue, under a trust agree- 
ment of May 1, 1925, with the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co. as trus- 
tee, now stands,at $109,000. This 
issue, the present holders of which 
are not named, is secured by notes, 
given the bankrupt company by 
borrowers, totaling $110,758. The 
second issue, under a trust agree- 
ment of Oct. 25, 1930, with the 
Iidelity Bank and Trust Co. as 
trustee, now stands at $72,000. 

Stock-Buying Agreement. 

The second issue is secured by 
$124,432 in borrowers’ notes, stock 
of Surety Shares, Inc., of a par 
value of $11,500, and a personal 
contract between C. Leonard Snell, 
former president of the Citizens’ 
company, and six individuals. The 
six agreed last January to buy 500 
shares of the Prudential Casualty 
and Surety Co. and 623 shares of 
the Prudential Finance Corporation 
for $15,000 and delivery this year 
Of $70,000 in bonds of the Citizens’ 
company. The six are listed as 
John McNatt, Harry and William 
Baldwin, Paul Temple, Fred Kohl 
and George Huskinson (deceased). 
The schedules say that it is 
thought that the $15,000 has been 
paid and that McNatt has been dis- 
charged from his obligation by 
agreement. 

This issue is held by six indi- 
viduals and two companies, the 
bankrupt Marquette-Easton Fi- 
nance Co. with $5000 and the Iowa 
National Fire Insurance Co. of 
Sioux City with $37,000. The trust 
agreements for both issues provid- 
ed that security should be furnished 
to the extent of 125 per cent of the 
notes issued. 

The unsecured debts totaling 
$195,136 are in two main classes, 
one cansisting of $130,699 owed to 
about 175 persons for certificates 
of indebtedness bearing interest »+ 
6 to 7 per cent and the other con- 
sisting of $60,000 owed to about 
800 persons for money depoisted at 
5 per cent interest. 

Not Under State Control. 

The investment certificates were 

sold under a deferred payment 
plan, purchasers opening what the 
company styled “savings accounts” 
to complete payment. Although this 
plan approached a banking trans- 
action and some phases of the com- 
piny’s loan business resembled that 
of State-regulated small loan com- 
panies, the company was not sub- 
ject to State supervision. 
The schedules were signed by CE. 
R. Holland, secretary-treasurer, and 
wero filed by Frank E. Williams, 
attorney, who filed the bankruptcy 
petition for the company. 

Snell, former president, was 
president of the Marquette-Easton 
Finance Co. until shortly before it 
went into bankruptcy last «July. 
The Marquette-Easton company 
controlled three insurance firms, 
the Prudential Casualty and Surety 
Co. and two New Jersey companies, 
the National Guaranty Fire Insur- 
ance Co. and Independent Bonding 
and Casualty Co. The last two are 
in receivership and the first is be- 
Ing liquidated. 

Snell and his associates in the 
Marquette-Easton company ac- 
quired_control of the Citizens’ com- 
pany about four years ago from a 
group headed by Roy F. Britton. 
Britton’s group had bought a con-

trolling interest from M. E. Single- 
ton, one of those who established 


the company about 12 jears ago. 
Snell was one of the organizers 
»f the Prudential Finance Corpora- 
tion. The Prudential Casualty & 
Surety Co. was altiowed to continue 
in business last August, when the 
State Insurance Department was 
considering its suspension, after the 
Fidelity Bond & Mortgage Co. 
guaranteed about $300,000 in secu~- 
rities which Insurance Superintend- 
ent Thompson had not allowed to 


be listed as assets.

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1931 RECORD YEAR 
FOR WARM WEATHER 


Government Expert Thinks li 
Is Culmination of Series 
That Began in 1918. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Rec- 


ords of the Weather Bureau show 
the year now closing was the warm- 
est on record for nearly every 
state. 

While generally there was an ex- 
cess of high temperatures, there 
also was a noticeable lack of dis- 
turbing and costly phenomena, 
such as the great drouth of 1930, 
severe tropical storms and torna- 
does and floods. 

J. B. Kincer, meteorologist, 
termed the excessive warmth the 
outstanding feature of 1931. He 
traced it to a persisting arrange- 
ment of low-pressure areas in the 
north and high pressure areas in 
the south, which let in warm winds 
from southern waters. 

Culmination of Series. 

The last comparable year was 

1921. Kincer said today he 
thought 1931 was the culmination 
of 12 years of warm weather dat- 
ing back to the unusually cold win- 
ter of 1917-1918. 
Two pad drouth spots, however, 
were on the year’s weather map. The 
first drouth occurred in the spring 
in Montana, North and South Da- 
kota. Thousands of farmers re- 
quired assistance when their feed 
crops were destroyed. 

About the time fall rains re- 
lieved this drouth, another became 
acute in the southeast, centering 
in Georgia and South Carolina. 

Five tropical storms arose in the 
Caribbean last summer, but none 
touched the United States. Floods 
were local in character with the ex- 
ception of the present one in Mis- 
sissippi. 

Light Fall of Snow. 

The winter of 1931, generally 
speaking, was open and mild, with 
one of the lightest falls of snow 
ever recorded. In some states new 
low temperature marks were regis: 
tered, but blizzards were the ex- 
ception. 

The excess of high temperatures 

over normal for the year was built 
up in January and February, June 
and July, September, October and 
November. 
The northern half of the countrv 
was comparatively warmer than 
the southern half, with the greatest 
excess centering -in North and 
South Dakota and Minnesota.

NEITHER DEFENDANT FREED 
AFTER BABY KILLING ACQUITTAL 


One to Die for Another Murder, 
Other Held as Suspect in 
Robbery. 
By the Associated Presa, 
NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Self-re- 
pudiation of testimony by the 
State’s star witness led to a direct- 
ed verdict of acquittal yesterday for 
Vincent Coll, reputed gang leader, 
and his associate, Frank Giordano, 
accused of murder in the baby 
killing, which excited Harlem's 
“Little Italy’? last summer. 
The order of the Court, however, 
freed neither of the men from cus- 
tody. Coll was taken to the Bronx 
to be booked and fingerprinted as 
a suspect.in a $17,000 dairy com- 
pany holdup in 1928, and Giordano 
was returned to Sing Sing’s death 
house to await execution for a pre- 


tion. 

The Court’s ruling also extended 
to George Brecht, who told in dra- 
matic fashion under two days of 
questioning a story which had its 
climax in his repeated assertion: 
“They are the men.” 

Brecht, who first said he never 
had testified before in a murder 
trial and later repudiated that 
statement, was ordered taken to 
Bellevue Hospital for observation. 
The order for acquittal was made 
at the request of an Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, who said the State’s 
case had collapsed when Brecht’s 
record showed, in addition to the 
variance in his testimony, that he 
had been convicted in St. Louis of 
grand larceny in 1925.

Both recipes are for four per- 
sons, and with coffee and crisp bits 
of celery, followed by ices, 
luncheon menu is complete. 

Stuffed Mushrooms, 

Use large fresh mushrooms, al-

Chop 
stems and for 12 large mushrooms 
mix stems with one cup chopped 
cooked chicken (canned may be 
used), one teaspoon lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoon salt, a few drops 
Worcestershire sauce, and two ta- 
blespoons cream.

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FRENCH-BRITISH CONCERTED 
POLICY ON WAR DEBTS AND 
REPARATIONS IS CONSIDERED 


One-to-Three-Year Moratorium for Germany, 
With Safety Clause Meeting Payments if 
U.S. Refuses Extension, Suggested. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Dec. 29.—France and 
England are seeking a compromise 
policy concerning reparations as a 
result of the American Congress’ 
Stand against revision or cancella- 


tion of war debts, it was said today 
in informed quarters. 

Press opinion carries a predic- 
tion of a Franco-British bloc 
against the United States over war 
debts and reparations, and this is 
occupying the attention of political 
circles, 

The basis of discussions between 
representatives of the two coun- 
tries, it was understood, is a sug- 
gestion for a one to three year mor- 
atorium on Germany’s conditional 
reparations payments instead of the 
five-year postponement proposed 
by England or the two-year holiday 
suggested by France. 


Safety Clauses on Payments. 

The agreement would contain a 
safety clause, under which Ger- 
many would be asked to continue 
payment of annuities if the United 
States should refuse to grant an 
equivalent moratorium oon war 
debts. In case there should be no 
further debt holiday, Germany 
would be asked to pay at least the 
amount which England and France 
owe to the United States. 
The Foreign Office said today 
that the international debts confer- 
ence seemed likely to go to Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland, some time after 
Jan. 20 to Jan. 25, instead of to 
The Hague on Jan. 15. 
The French Chamber of Depu- 
ties meets on Jan. 12, and _ the 
French’ think their delegation

THINKS VIBRATION CAUSED 
VATICAN LIBRARY’S COLLAPSE 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 29.—Vi- 
bration of the Vatican City’s new 
electrical power station was ad- 
vanced today, at a session of the 
Pope’s investigating commission, as 
the probable cause of the collapse 
of part of the Vatican library last 
week. 

Lieut. Francesco Saverio Adami, 
a engineer in the Italian Air Force 
and an expert on earthquakes, sub- 
mitted a report that vibrations from 
that source probably shook down 


the old building, already weakened | 


by the vibration of passing trucks. 
He said the cracks and the general 
character of the collapse were 
similar to the effects of an earth- 
quake and deduced that vibrations 
from the power house, 200 yards 
distant, gradually caused the old 
mortar to crumble and started a 
settling movement. Other engi- 
neers suggested that old age and 
bad construction were adequate 
reasons. Tests will be made to de- 
termine whether the power house 
actually was responsible.

HENRY FORD FOR LABOR POLICY 


More Words Than Deeds, Teacher 
at Detroit City College Says in 
Speech. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 293.—S. M. 
Levin, head of the economics de- 
partment of Detroit City College 
and a member of that city’s unem- 
ployment committee, in an address 
here yesterday, denounced the la- 
bor pcelicies of Henry Ford. 

“The tragedy of Ford unemploy- 
ment,” Levin asserted, “is being 
countered not by deed, but by an 
outpouring of words, a turgid flood, 
abounding in moral exhorations 
and noble ideas.” 

In fact, the Professor said, ‘hosts 
of Ford workers are denizens of 
public soup xitchens and lodging 
houses, and thousands of others 
have been reduced to dependence 
on the skimpy allowarces of pub- 
lic and private charity.’”’ 

Levin spoke before the American 
Economic Association, which, with 
11 allied societies, assembled about 
4000 political, economic and socio- 
logical experts to survey the world 
scene. A group of several hundred 
heard the Professor. 

Levin.accused the Fard Co. of 

failure to co-operate with unem- 
ployment relief agencies. 
m Levin recalled Ford's announce- 
ment of a five-day week plan in 
1922. But he said the number-~of 
families helped by the Detroit 
Community Union while their 
bread winner was employed by 
Ford “increased successively from 
8592 for the 12-month period from 
July 1, 1924 to June 30, 1925, to 
10,162 for the same period ending 
June, 1930.” 

The five-day week, Levin con- 
tinued, “has not proved inyulner- 
able to the temptation to increas- 
ing business’ and “a seven-day 
week is not unknown in the Ford 
plants.” 


Social Workers’ Pay Cut.

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—-The Fed- 
eration for the support of Jewish 
philanthropic societies will reduce 
the wages of between three and 
four thousand of its social workers, 
Joseph N. Proskauer, president of 
the federation, said last night. The 
proposal is for a reduction of from 
2% per cent on salaries ranging 
from $900 to $1199 per year, to 
from 10 to 20 per cent on the ex-

Former United States Senator 
James A. Reed will be the speaker, 
and while he probably will not dis- 
cuss the candidates for nomina- 
tions, it is understood that he will 
go deeply into a discussion of na- 
tional conditions and n:.tional is- 
sues. 

Of chief local i.-vortance to 
Missouri Democrats ar. the pri- 
mary contests for United States 
Senator and Governor. 

In the senatorial race the an- 
nounced candidates are Charles M. 
Hay, the nominee in 1928; Charles 
M. Howell, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and Col. 
Bennett Clark. For the governor- 
ship, the contest so far is between 
Francis M. Wilson of Kansas City, 
in 1928, and _ State 
Senator Russell L. Dearmont of 
Cape Girardeau, one of the younger 
Democrats, whose record in the 
Senate has attracted statewide at- 
tention. 


Importance of Banquet. 

The Jackson day banquet always 
is largely attended, Democrats from 
all parts of the State looking upon 
it as a get-together meeting. All 
candidates for St:te offices attend 
because of the oppo tunity for per- 
sonal contacts with their partisans 
and beciuse of the opportunity to 
meet the active political workers. 

Although the final filing date for 
candidates is not until June 1, in- 
dications are that there will be no 
candidates for Senator except Hay, 
Howell and Clark, nor for Governor 
except Wilson and Dearmont. It 
is even possible that the senatorial 
list vill be reduced to two in view 
of a demand from many anti-Hay 
Democrats, principally uncompro- 
mising wets, that there. be only 
one candidate against Hay. 

However, if this situation should 
be brought about, it would appear 
that it could be only by the with- 
drawal of Howell, a: Clark has 
stated emphatically that he would 
not retire from the race. 

The Springfield banquet should 
afford an indication of the possible 
strength Dearmont can command 
in his contest with Wilson. Wilson 
enters the race with an advantage 
because of the following he built 
up in the campaign of 1928 and 
because he has the support of the 
Pendergast organization in Kansas 
City. 

Dearmont’s Appeal. 

However, Dearmont is an active 
and industrious campaigner and 
supplies a demand which has come 
from many younger Democrats for 
a younger man to head the State 
ticket. Generally thrcughout the 
State the tendency of the ‘“‘court- 
house ring’’ organization in the 
Democratic counties is to support 
Wilson, while Dearmont’s appeal is 
largely to that elen.ent of the party 
which is not under organization 
control. 

This does not mean that Wilson 
is without independent following, 
nor thet Dearmont is without or- 
ganization support. In nearly all 
the southeast counties the party or- 
ganizations are firmly for Dear- 
mont, and in a number of northern 
Democratic counties, where there 
has been no commitment, Dear- 
mont has the active support of 
many organization Democrats. 

Wilson has been campaigning ac- 
tively for the nomination since his 
defeat in the anti-Smith landslide 
of 1928, having visited about 80 
counties. He has delivered few 
speeches and has occupied himself 
with calls on members of local 
committees and other influential] 
Democrats. 

Dearmont has been following the 
same course for the past two or 
three months and, according to re- 
ports, has received much encour- 
agement. , 

Wilson’s campaigns never have 
taken the form of extensive speak- 
ing tours, but it is not improbable 
that he will be forced to that type 
of campaign this year by Dear- 
mont, who is young and active and 
who, it is said, has plans for from 
one to four speeches in each coun- 
ty which normally returns a Demo- 
cratic majority and in each county 
in which there is a heavy Demo-

The Republican State Committee 
has been called by Chairman Ar- 
thur Curtis to meet Feb. 12 to ar- 
range a plan for the election of 
delegates to the Republican Nation- 
al Convention in Chicago June 14.

NORMAN DAVIS 10 BE | 
DELEGATE 10 GENEVA 


Under-Secretary of State 
Fourth Arms Parley Repre- 
sentative Chosen. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today announced ap- 
pointment of Norman Davis, former 
Under Secretary of State, as a mem- 
ber of America’s delegation to the 
Geneva arms conference. 

This brought the delegation, 
which will depart early next 
month, to four, and more may be 
named. Ambassador Dawes will be 
chairman. Other members are 
Mary Emma Woolley. president of 
Mount Holyoke College, and Sena- 
tor Swanson (Dem.),Virginia, Hugh 
Gibson, Ambassador to Belgium, 
will be a delegate, but his appoint- 
ment has not been formally an- 
nounced. 

Davis, a Democrat, was born in 
Bedford County, Tennessee, but 
now makes his home in New York 
City. He was appointed Under 
Secretary of State in June, 1920, 
and served nine months. He served 
during the war as an adviser to the 
Secretary of the Tfteasury and later 
as Assistant Secretary of Treasury 
in charge of foreign loans. 

It seems unlikely now that an- 
other Senator besides Swanson will 
be named to the delegation. Sen- 
ators Borah, Moses and Vanden- 


burg were considered, but none 
found it advisable to be absent 
from Washington.

Lord Willingdon today, asking 
whether the recent ordinances ex- 
tending the powers of the govern- 
ment in Bengal, the United Prov- 
inces and the Northwest Frontier 
Province, mean an end to peaceful 
relations between the Government 
and the Congress Party. He asked 
also whether he might see the 
Viceroy to get his help and advice 
in reaching a peaceful understand- 
ing. 

Tt was expected that the Viceroy 
would receive him because of a re- 
newal of the boycott against Brit- 


ish goods would ruin business. 
The Mahatma sat in a circle of

ference and doing his utmost. to 
find a formula for peace. 

Division of Opinion. 

Vallabhai Patel, president of the 
Indian Nationalists, favors a policy 
of peace until at least the National 
Congress meets at Calcutta in 
March to decide the final issue. His 
brother, Vithalbhai, however, ridi- 
culed Gandhi’s program and assert- 
ed: 

“You can’t change the heart of 
the enemy by suffering. The con- 
gress must either win freedom or 
retreat from the field. As for me, 
I shall fight the British Govern- 
ment until I die.” 

Some of Gandhi's followers say 
they would not be surprised if he 
accepted membership on one of the 
committees appointed by the Brit- 
ish Government to carry on the 
work where the round-table confer- 
ence left off.

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DANGEROUS. PAROLE POWER. 


Under the laws of Missouri, a Judge is given wide 
discretionary power in granting paroles. | 


Section 3811, Revised Statutes, 1929, reads: 


Parole may be given, except for certain of- 
fenses.—When any person of previous good char- 
acter and who shall] not have been previously 
convicted of a felony, shall be convicted of any 
felony except murder, rape * * * arson or rob 
bery, and imprisonment in the penitentiary shall 
be assessed as the punishment therefor, and sen- 
tence shall have been pronounced, the court be- 
fore whom the conviction was had, if satisfied 
that such person, if permitted to go at large, 
would not again violate the law, may in his dis- 
cretion, by order of record, parole such person 
and permit him to go and remain at large until 
such parole be terminated as herein provided. 
Provided, that the court shall have no power to 
parole any person after he has been delivered to 
the Warden of the penitentiary.

More Harmful Than Recruiting. 

“To my mind this unsports- 
manlike conduct from the stands 
‘is more harmfu! than all the sub- 
sidization and recruiting of ath- 
letes ever done,”” McGovern said, 
adding that to his knewledge no 
fewer than four traditional college 
athletic rivalries hag been broken 
off as a direct result of unsports- 
manlike conduct on the part of 
spectators. 

Three remedies were suggested 
to curb this ‘“‘dangerous degeneracy 
of conduct. 

First, McGovern said, he would

LOSSIEMOUTH, Scotland, Dec. 
29.—Prime Minister MacDonald, is- 


suing one of his most outspoken 
statements, described the situation 
in India last night as “most de- 
plorable” and denounced Indian 
agitators in vigorous terms. , 

Recent disorders in the north- 
west frontier province and in Ben- 
gal, he said, did not represent a 
“baffleq and oppressed India strug- 
gling to be free” but ea “‘mischiev- 
ous movement trampling in its own 
self-will upon Indian progress. 

“An enlightened India would 
not only give them no countenance 
but would turn and rend them. The 
people in the agencies in this coun- 
try who have been working many 
years for the enfranchisement of 
India must share in the Govern- 
ment’s regret at the recent hap- 
penings. 

“So, too, every Indian who cares 
for his motheriand must see in 
these recent events the hand of a 
spirit of mischief rather than that 
of a spirit of emancipation.” 

The measures directed at coping 
with these disorders, he said, did 


a Government policy, but quite to 
the contrary. 

“It is very hard at a time when 
the Government has given more 
proof than any of its predecessors 
that by negotiation and consent it 
was preparing, in conjunction with 
leaders of Indian opinion, to agree 
to a very large broadening of 
Indian freedom, that opponents of 
violence and disorders should. have 
dashed from India’s lips the cup 
that was being offered.” 

At the close of the round-table 
conference early this month, Mac- 
Donald promised that some day 
India might become a dominion as 
define@d by the new statute of 
Westminster—that is, with com- 
plete legislative independence of 
the British Parliament. He was 
upheld in this policy by a vote in 
the House of Commons, 

However, he admitted that the 
conference had failed to settle the 
communal problem and said that 
its work would be continued by 
committees who would examine the 
racial and religious differences be-

Those who rate no trump hands 

by “honor tricks” require about 
five to bid two no trump and 
therefore would start with one. 
North has a close question to de- 
cide whether to bid two clubs or 
force with three. He barely lacks 
his three “honor tricks,” but has 
several plus values to justify the 
bid. If he says three, South should 
bid four no trump and North pass. 
If he says two, South will call three 
no trump, North four and all will 
pass. 
Devotees of the 4- 3-2-1 “count,” 
having all suits stopped and a 
good 17 count, must open with two 
no trump: North has plenty to 
make a game-demand takeout op- 
posite this so calls four clubs.
